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‘Country  Grave’  cast 
may  preform  in  LA 


BYU’s  cast  of  ‘Dance  on  a Country 
Grave”  may  take  the  original  musical  to 
the  famous  Ahmanson  Theatre  Stage  of 
Los  Angeles  Music  Center. 

“I  will  present  a plan  to  my  board  of 
directors  so  we  can  schedule  the  Utah 
cast  on  our  season  at  the  Ahmanson,” 
Robert  Fryer,  director  of  the  Theatre  and 
Hollywood  producer,  announced  over  the 
weekend.  He  attended  the  production’s 
Gala  Premiere  Thursday  in  the  Pardoe 
Drama  Theatre. 

“A  lot  of  bugs  have  to  be  worked  out 
and  it  could  easily  fall  through,” 
cautioned  Frank  Levi,  an  official  of 
Creative  Management  Associates,  the 
Hollywood  agency  which  spearheaded  the 
BYU  production. 

HE  TOLD  the  Daily  Universe  Sunday 
from  Los  Angeles  that  “Fryer  is  talking 
about  bringing  the  cast  down  to  LA  for  a 
week  at  the  end  of  February.”  The 
production  would  be  sandwiched  in 
between  the  closing  of  “Sleuth”  and  the 
early  March  opening  of  “Richard  II” 
starring  Richard  Chamberlain. 

However,  an  official  invitation  has  not 
yet  beeri  extended  to  BYU,  according  to 
Dr.  Harold  R.  Oaks,  director  of  “Dance 


on  a Country  Grave.”  Such  a proposal 
would  require  the  approval  of  both  the 
BYU  administration  and  Board  of 
Trustees,  he  added. 

Two  major  obstacles  for  seen  in  sending 
the  production  to  LA  include  costs  and 
obtaining  permission  from  stage  unions 
which  oppose  the  use  of 
non-professionals,  reported  Levi. 

“DANCE  ON  a Country  Grave,”  which 
is  being  staged  for  the  first  time,  opened 
at  BYU  December  3.  It  is  Creative 
Management  Associates’  initial 
introduction  of  their  new  Scholar 
Showcase  program,  an  experiment  in 
wedding  the  university  and  professional 
theatre,  allowing  drama  students  to  work 
with  professionals  and  giving  exposure  to 
young  playwrights. 

“It  is  a fantastic  production,”  said 
Fryer  after  last  week’s  Premiere. 

“We  were  overwhelmed  with  the 
quality  of  performance  and 
professionalism,”  said  Richard  Shepherd, 
executive  vice  president  of  CMA.  ‘The 
facilities  and  the  technical  know  how  of 
BYU  are  superior  and  the  enthusiasm  of 
young  people  rewarding.” 


Supreme  Court 

Senate  okays  Rehnquist 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The  Supreme 
Court  took  on  a decided  conservative  cast 
over  the  weekend  when  the  Senate 
confirmed  in  a 68  to  26  vote  after  a week 
of  heated  debate  the  appointment  of 
William  H.  Rehnquist,  47,  an  assistant 
attorney  general. 

Senate  liberals,  who  had  attacked 
Rehnquist’s  record  on  civil  rights,  gave  up 
their  fight  to  block  confirmation  after 
concluding  they  could,  at  best,  only  delay 
the  favorable  vote  until  early  next  week. 

Another  conservative,  Richmond,  Va., 
attorney  Lewis  F.  Powell  Jr.,  64,  was 
confirmed  earlier  in  an  89  to  1 vote.  He 
and  Rehnquist  will  take  their  seats  when 
the  court  returns  to  work  from  its 
Christmas  recess  Jan.  10. 

POWELL  was  nominated  to  succeed 
the  late  Associate  Justice  Hugo  Black  and 
Rehnquist  to  occupy  the  seat  vacated  by 
Associate  Justice  John  M.  Harlan,  who 
retired. 

When  Nixon  nominated  Powell  and 
Rehnquist  Oct.  21 , he -characterized  them 
as  judicial  conservatives. 

Nixon  hailed  the  confirmation  of 
Rehnquist  and  Powell  by  saying  both 
men  had  undergone  intensive  scrutiny 
and  been  found  thoroughly  qualified. 

“Indeed,  I believe  they  bring  to  the 
bench  such  an  exceptional  degree  of 
integrity  and  intellect  and  so  keen  an 


understanding  of  the  judicial  process  that 
the  quality  of  court  decision  should  be 
enhanced  for  years  to  come,”  Nixon  said. 

NIXON  now  has  appointed  four 
members  of  the  Supreme  Court.  His 
earlier  picks  who  won  confirmation  were 
Chief  Justice  Warren  E.  Burger  and 
Associate  Justice  Harry  A.  Blackmun. 
Two  of  his  nominees,  Clement  F. 
Haynsworth  and  G.  Harrold  Carswell, 
were  rejected  by  the  Senate.

He  was  called  to  serve  on  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  in  1961 .

Another  proposal 

Preference 
points  for 
tickets 


Under  my  proposal  of  distributing 
tickets  by  preference  points  a student 
would  be  allotted  a pre-determined 
number  of  preference  points  at  the 
beginning  of  each  semester  to  be  used  for 
various  activities  throughout  the 
semester.  He  could  use  them  any  way  he 
chooses  at  his  own  discretion. 

All  student  seats  for  various  activities 
would  be  divided  into  groups  according 
to  the  audience  (viewing)  value  of  the 
seat  (i.e.  excellent  seats,  good  seats, 
average  seats,  etc.).  A point  value  would 


be  assigned  to  each  group.  Certain  heavily 
preferred  activities  (Homecoming,  Utah 
and  other  special  games)  would  cost  extra 
preference  points.  If  a student  wanted  to 
use  extra  points  for  a particular  game  and 
fewer  on  another,  -he  would  have  an 
opportunity  of  enjoying  excellent  seats  at 
one  game  and  poorer  seats  at  another.  If 
he  were  to  take  a date  who  didn’t  have 
enough  points  for  the  seats,  he  would 
(they  could)  take  the  poorer  seats  or 
share  points. 


Ticket  distribution  could  take  place  the 
day  before  a game  with  excellent  tickets

Lewis 
Powell,  Mr.  Rehnquist’s  co-nominee,  once

Behind  Rehnquist 


ex-Communists,  had  no  right  to  qualify 
for  the  bar.  In  1960  and  1964,  he  had 
progressed  to  helping  disqualify 
Democrats  from  voting.  By  1970,  he  was 
finding  a legal  justification  for  the 
Administration’s  not  executing  the  law  of 
the  land  all  that  faithfully  if  it  meant 
using  school  buses.  And  he  was  defending 
the  Justice  Department’s  less  than  zealous 
attitude  toward  the  Bill  of  Rights  by 
explaining  that  it  was  being  “responsive 
to  the  expressed  will  of  the  electorate  in 
the  area  of  criminal  law  enforcement.” 
All  of  these  arguments  are  technically 
defensible,  very  purposeful,  and 
completely  devoid  of  a broad,  generous 
or  detached  spirit  of  the  law.  As  William 
Rehnquist  has  made  his  way  higher  and 
higher  in  politics,  he  has  drifted  farther 
and  farther  from  that  spirit. 

In  1959,  Mr.  Rehnquist  wrote  an  article 
for  the  Harvard  Law  Review  that  is  better 
than  anything  he’s  done  since.  It  still 
stands  as  an  eloquent,  objective  and 
outspoken  assessment  of  how  to  weigh  a 
nominee  for  the  Supreme  Court.  His 


standards  are  worthy  of  being  applied 
even  now,  in  his  own  case.  In  1959,  Mr. 
Rehnquist  had  argued  that  in  a real  sense 
the  Constitution  is  the  Supreme  Court  at 
any  given  time,  that  the  law  is  not  just 
there— it  must  be  filtered  through  living 
beings.  It  is  a relatively  sophisticated 
insight.  By  the  time  Mr.  Rehnquist 
appeared  before  the  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee,  he  had  grown  smart  enough 
not  to  emphasize  it  to  members  of 
Congress.  Adjusting  his  presentation  to 
his  audience,  he  simply  promised  to  see 
the  Constitution  as  it  was  in  the 
simplistic,  but  always  popular,  tradition 
of  Strict  Construction. 

There  is  a growing  lack  of  self-doubt  in 
William  Rehnquist’s  pronouncements 
through  the  years.  He  is  the  new  man.  He 
gets  things  done  without  allowing  too 
many  musty  old  principles  to  get  in  the 
way.  Viewing  the  rise  of  William 
Rehnquist,  the  disquieting  thought  occurs 
that  his  learning,  his  acuteness,  his 
fabulous  industry,  may  be  enough  to  lead 
him,  and  the  Republic,  almost  to  safety.

Hoeger  won 
the  all-around  laurals  in  the  meet 
by  winning  or  placing  in  five 
events.  Coach'  LaVon  Johnson 
praised  the  performance  of 
Hoeger  saying,  “Werner  is  a great 
performer.  He  has  unique  ability, 
and  learns  very  quickly.”  Coach 
Johnson  recruited  Hoeger  two 
years  ago  while  judging  in  the 
Bolivian  games  in  South  America. 
In  the  Bolivian  competition, 
Hoeger  won  six  gold  medals. 
“Hoeger  is  the  finest  gymnast  in 
Venezuela,”  added  Johnson. 

Coach  Johnson  gave  the  team  a 
lot  of  praise  for  the  victory,  and 
said  he  was  very  impressed  with 
the  over  all  team  effort  in  the 
victory.  The  coach  singled  out 
Brian  Large  for  his  “super” 
performance  on  the  side  horse, 
and  said  that  the  freshmen 
members  of  the  team  came 
through  very  well. 

The  Cats  won  the  meet  without 
two  of  their  best  overall 
performers.  Dale  Cutler  missed 
the  contest  due  to  recent  knee 
surgery,  and  Wayne  Young  hurt 
his  knee  in  the  Rockey  Mountain 
Open. 

“We’ll  have  a strong  team  when

Idaho  State  surprised  everyone, 
including  defending  champion 
BYU,  and  walked  away  with  the 
Beehive  Invitational  wrestling 
meet  by  fielding  four  individual 
champions  Saturday  at  the 


University  of  Utah  Special  Events 
Center. 

ISU  finished  with  92  points. 
BYU,  the  runner-up,  had  76 
points,  mainly  behind  the  efforts 
of  142-pound  Laron  Hansen  and 
158-pound  Rondo  Fehlberg,  both 
of  whom  took  home  first  place 
finishes.  Wyoming  was  third  with 
48  counters,  while  Utah  ended  up 
fourth  with  37.5  points.  Eight 
intermountain  teams  participated. 

John  “Horse”  Stahl,  BYU’s 
330-pound  giant,  ended  up  second 
in  the  heavyweight  division. 
Added  Cougar  scoring  punch  was 
provided  by  Kerry  Anderson,  who 
nailed  third  in  the  126-pound
